The public has been told over and over again that the cost of 
producing a Broadway play is high, very high. Producers are always 
complaining, justifiably, of the ever-increasing financial burdens 
placed on them by unions, professional men and dealers in goods. 
New York City is on the verge of wiping out the 5% tax on 
theatre tickets in an effort to help the ailing theatrical industry. 
Despite all this, the public really has no idea on what the money is 
spent and what the word “high” means in relation to production 
costs. Well, in case you'd like to produce a show, here's a list to 
go by. (Well use a simple one-set show ‘with six people, like 
*Come Blow Your Horn.") 

First, a designer is hired to design a set. He receives $2,000 for 
the work. The set that he designs is brought in at a low figure if 
it costs $8,000. Since it's a' modern play, costumes are bought 
rather than designed and made. The costume coordinator must be 
paid $500 and the costumes themselves run to about $2,000. 
Furniture and other stage properties must be bought. They cost 
$2500. Lighting and sound equipment must be rented for abcut 
$2500 advance payment. And there are always miscellaneous 
bills of at least $500. So, we're up to $18,000. 

Next we have various rehearsal costs. A director must be paid, 

$2500 if he's fairly new at his work. Actors rehearse for four 
weeks at a salary of $82.50 a week no matter how much they get 
after the show opens. A stage manager and assistant at $250 and 
$150 a week are on full salary from the start of rehearsals. A busi- 
ness manager receives $300 a week from the first day of rehearsal. 
The stage crew of three men goes on salary two weeks before the 
play opens, The producer receives a salary of $200 a week. A 
production secretary is paid $75 a week. Naturally, there are 
payroll taxes each week. There is also a health insurance plan 
that the producer must pay for. In addition there is the cost of 
renting a rehearsal hall at $50 a day for more than three weeks, a 
Тее of $300 weekly for office operations, an advance of at least 
a thousand dollars for insurance coverages, legal fees and legal 
advertising of the venture required by law, fees to auditors for 
setting up the books, charges for the printing and binding of 
scripts, certain preproduction expenses such as casting trips to 
Hollywood and many phone calls, the cost of transporting the 
actors and scenery to the out-of-town tryout engagement and the 
cost of rounding up all the scenery, props and lighting equipment 
to put them on the train before they can be transported to the 
tryout. town. All of these things together run about $23,000. 

Now another $3,000 is.allotted to cover the period during which 
the scenery is taken into the theatre and set up and the cast 
rehearses on the stage and in the set prior to the opening. Over- 
time frequently runs rampant at this point. In addition, the pro- 
ducer is required by union rule to pay per diem allowances of 
twenty to twenty-five dollars to the director, designer, and others. 
On a small show like this a total of $2,500 may be expended. So 
there is an additional $5,500. Our total now stands at $46,500. 

What about publicity? Well, a press agent will receive about 
$1500 in salary and expense money before a show opens. In 
addition at least $7,500 must be earmarked for advance publicity, 
those ads in the papers that make you want to buy the tickets to 
help pay these bills. Another $1,500 is spent on photos, theatre 
signs and house boards and marquee billing. And $2,500 is set 
aside for special promotion and printing of flyers, mailing pieces, 
three-sheets, window cards, etc. All of which means that the pub- 
lieity budget runs to $13,000. That brings our total to $59,500. 

All of the previous money must be spent. Now we come to some

October, 1861 
DOYLESTOWN, (A letter to the Public) 

“TO THE PATRIOTIC MEN OF PENNSYLVANIA”, I have 
received special instructions from the SECRETARY OF WAR, 
to raise a Regiment of Volunteers to assist in maintaining the 
integrity of the Constitution and the Union. . . . It will consist of 
10 Companys... and will be Armed, Uniformed and Equipped by 
the UNITED STATES. A camp of Instruction will be held at or 
near Doylestown, convient to the railroad, where both Officers 
and Men will be drilled and disaplined before they are sent to the 
seat of WAR. ... A fine Band will be attached to the Regiment; 
and each Company will recruit 2 Drummers, who will be organized 
into a Drum Corps. It is my intention to make this the best Regi- 
ment of Volunteers in the service from Pennsylvania. All who 
desire to play Soldier, in aecordance with rules and regulation 
for the. Government of the Regular Army will find it to their 
interest to join my Command. . 

Signed W. W. H. DAVIS

VISIT HISTORIC BEAUTIFUL BUCKS COUNTY 
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Community Portrait 


A “new town" was surveyed 
and laid out by Thomas Holme in 
1684, Nineteen years later, John 
Cutler resurveyed the area laying 
out the boundaries much the same 
as those of the Newtown we know 
today. Although many towns like 
this one were planned by William 
Penn, there is no basis for the 
preconception that he did the 
actual naming of New Town. 
Penn did denominate many of 
the sites within his province and 
for this reason many believe that 
New Town was among them. 
Nonetheless, the fact that he, 
himself, owned 400 acres within 
the original boundaries shows the 
partieular fascination he held for 
the area whether or not he named 
it. *New Town" is among the 
three oldest place names of 
Anglican origin in Bucks County, 
the other two being “The Propri- 
etarys Manor of Penns-berry,” 
and “The Proprietary’s Manor of 
High-lands.” It is uncertain just 
when the two words merged 
making “Newtown” the accepted 
name for this region. 

In 1725 Newtown became the 
second County Seat of Bucks 
County after it was relocated 
there from Bristol. Five acres 
were purchased for the Court 
House, County offices, the treas- 
ury, and the County jail. The 
jury rooms were on the second 
floor of the main building, the 
court room occupying the first 
floor. The need for additional and 
more adeq facilities prompted. 
the erection of new buildings in

1796. Although punishment for 
crime at this time was rather 
severe, as compared to today’s 
standards, the prisoners were 
provided with at least one 
pleasure, a barroom in the new 
jail to quench their thirsts, and 
perhaps minimize the pain or dis- 
comfort of their punishments! 
Common punishments in this era 
were: innumerable lashings on 
bare skin; cutting off one’s ears; 
and branding human flesh with 
branding irons on а prominent 
part of the body as a constant 
reminder to self and others of the 
crime committed. During the 88 


years that Newtown was the 
County Seat, business thrived 
and the community enjoyed 


thoroughly its special importance 
Nearly every day promised hap- 
penings that would wend their 
ways into the history books of 
today. The Court Inn, erected in 
1733, flourished at this time. 
Countless events of the American 
Revolution were staged in New- 
town. The notorious Doan 
brothers raided the treasury in 


1781 and made County Treasurer 


John Hart their prisoner. 


People traveling on horseback 
and via the Newtown Trolley, 
(which was not very reliable) 
found the location of their county 
seat rather bothersome. This fact 
plus the cost of much needed re- 
pairs to the court buildings and 
the increases in court business 
made it almost imperative that 
the County Seat be moved to a 
more central, thus more соп-

venient, location. In 1813 the 
Court House was legally trans- 
ferred to Doylestown where it 
remains today. 

Although Newtown's location 
was a drawback as the County 
Seat, it was of significant im- 
portance in the Revolutionary 
War. General George Washing- 
ton had his headquarters here the 
day before the Battle of Trenton, 
when he marched from Newtown 
to MeKonkeys Ferry. Following 
this battle, where thousands of 
Hessians were killed or captured, 
Washington marched the prison- 
ers back to Newtown returning to 
his headquarters at Harris House. 
Mrs. Hannah Harris, widow of 
Justice of the Peace John Harris, 
was Washington's hostess. The 
captured were housed in buildings 
throughout the town until they 
were sent to Philadelphia three 
days later on Dec. 28, 1776. Gen- 
eral Washington departed from 
Newtown on the 30th leaving 
Lord Sterling in command. Lord 
Sterling made his headquarters 
at the Justice's House on State 
Street, a former inn built in 1768 
by Anthony Siddons. It was con- 
verted to a private residence 
about 1797. The wounded Marquis 
de Lafayette passed through 
Newtown in September 1777 on 
his way to join Washington. The 
Old Frame House on State Street, 
the second oldest house in New- 
town and one of the oldest frame 
buildings in Pennsylvania, was 
the scene of a British raid on the 
Continental soldiers during the 
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British occupation of Philadel- 
phia in 1778. In this raid, five 
Continental soldiers were killed, 
four wounded, and eight taken 
prisoners... more mishaps to the 


Continentals here in Newtown 
than in the Battle of Trenton! 


The Old Frame House was built 
somewhere around 1723, the 
exact date is not known due to 
insufficient records. This building 
housed the Newtown Library, the 
Post Office, and the “Newtown 
Relianee Company for Detection 
and Apprehension of Horse 
Thieves and Other Villians.” In 
1817 the Old Frame. House be- 
came the “Bird-in-Hand,” its title 
derived from the adage “a bird 
in the hand is worth two in the 
bush.” 

The Bird-in-Hand and the Brick 
Hotel can still be seen on historic 
State Street today. Also on State 
Street are the Temperance House 
and the White Hall Hotel. The 
Temperance House was built in 
1774 by Andrew McMinn, a 
teacher, and his wife. McMinn 
used a section of the house for 
teaching school while another 
section was used as a tavern. 
During the Revolution, McMinn 
served as a Sergeant in the mili- 
tia. The White Hall Hotel oc- 
cupies the lot where Squire Isaac 
Hicks made his hqme. Following 
Hicks! death a private school was 
built on the lot, then a storehouse 
for military supplies. This store 
was the object of another Doan 
raid. Newtown has maintained its 
fine old buildings and kept the 
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Washington’s Headquarters on the southwest corner of 
Sycamore Street and Washington Ave.

spirit of its historic past alive in 
the ‘traditional architecture of 
these edifices. 
Edward Hicks 

Many interesting personalities 
lend to the story of Newtown’s 
past. Perhaps the best known of 
these is Edward Hicks. Squire 
Isaac Hicks, Justice of the Peace 
and Deputy Surveyor, was the 
father of the renown Edward 
Hicks. Edward was born in 1780 
and orphaned at the age of 18 
months, A Negro mammy, Jane, 
raised him on the Twining Farm 
in Newtown. Hicks developed his 
skill in painting and lettering in 
his early teens during his ap- 
prenticeship to a carriage-maker. 
Mast of the inns and taverns in 
Newtown hired Mr. Hicks to paint 
their signs. The Bird-in-Hand, 
the Brick Hotel, the Temperance 
House and the White Hall Hotel 
among others, have in their pos- 
session signs painted by this man. 
As his interest in painting grew, 
so did his concern with religion. 
Edward Hicks became a minister 
and an active participant in the 
Quaker faith and devoted much 
of his time to the Friends. His 
well-known painting, “Peaceable 
Kingdom” was inspired from the 
text of Isaiah: 
“The wolf also shall dwell with 
the lamb and the leopard shall lie 
down with the kid; and the young 
lion and the fatling together; and

a little child shall lead them.” 
This is one of several paintings 
that demonstrate his avid belief in 
his faith. The theme of peace 
reigns in almost all Hicks’ works 
... “Penn’s Treaty with the In- 
dians," “Signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence,” “The Grave 
of William Penn,” and even in his 
paintings of the Twining and 
Cornell Farms, peacefulness is 
predominant. Hicks did not live 
in an era that enabled him to 
study the works of the “Old 


Masters,” therefore his technique 
was self-taught and self-develop- 
ed. As he was not a wealthy man, 
he worked with coarse, inexpen- 
sive, and handmade materials. 
The colors and the condition of 
the canvas in his paintings have 
stood the test of time remark- 
ably well considering the quality 
of the materials with which he 
worked. In the artist’s small 
studio, shortly before his death, 
Thomas Hicks, a cousin of Ed- 
ward, painted a portrait of him 
working at his rough easel. (Inci- 
dentally, Thomas Hicks’ son be- 
came a painter, learning his trade 
when he, like Edward, was a 
coach-makers apprentice.) When 
Edward Hicks died in August of 
1849, Newtown lost one of its 
greatest citizens.

The Lenape Stone 


The Lenape Stone—(actual size)—Aboriginal picture representing Indians fighting the 
Hairy Mammoth—discovered in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 1872 and 1881, 


Did giant Mammoths romp in Bucks County eons 


ago? This is the story of the controversial tale

Little did Barnard Hansell realize what a controversy he had 
picked up when he found that which was to become known as 
the Lenape Stone. 

In the year 1872, a year after its purchase, Barnard was 
plowing on his father’s farm in Buckingham Township about 4% 
miles east of Doylestown in Bucks County. He had become used to 
finding Indian relics and had many arrowheads, hatchet heads and 
the like to prove it. 

Upon seeing an oddly shaped stone off to one side of the 
furrow, he realized he had made another find. He removed some 
of the mud clinging to its surface and perceived some configura- 
tions that seemed to be a picture. However, being but a youth, 
it meant nothing to him and a few days later he put it in a box 
with the rest of his treasures and promptly forgot about it. 

Nine years later, hearing that 19-year-old Henry Paxon was 
interested in relics from the area, he offered to sell him some of 
his finds. When Paxon saw the lot he told Hansell he would pay 
him $2.50 for the whole collection and his offer was a bit reluc- 
tantly accepted. 

At his home, young Henry cleaned the stone off further, for it 
had been his main interest in the collection, and took it to his 
father for an examination. Squire Albert S. Paxon immediately 
noticed the elephantine figure and urged his son to make every 
attempt to acquire the rest of the stone, as it was obvious that 
a part of it had broken off. 

A month later he stopped by the Hansell farm and after the 
usual social amenities he slyly inquired of Barnard if he had 
located any more relics in which he might be interested. Hansell 
hadn’t but upon request said that he would search for the other 
half of the stone, and bring it to Paxon if he found it. 

Several months, later, in October of 1881, he found the re- 
maining piece, and when he went to the Squire’s to pay his taxes 
in November he took it with him and gave it to Henry. 


Young Paxon then cleaned off both pieces with a tooth 
brush and a stick. In the next few months he showed them to a 
great many people, to test their thoughts on the discovery. 

A Capt. J. S. Bailey became very interested and did an 
article concerning the stone for the Bucks County Historical 
Society’s July meeting in 1882. 

The gorget, as stone relics of this shape are known is about 
154” diameter by 4!4" long. Either end is shaped as an arrow- 
head. At the base of each, in the center of the stone, is a hole. 
Both pass completely through the stone. 

The scene pictured, that has caused all the argumentation, is 
of two Indians fighting a hairy mammoth. A third warrior is 
shown being trampled beneath the elephant's feet. Off to the right 
upon a hill, hidden among scratches that are proposedly trees, is a 
village of wigwams. Among the wigwams is a seated figure 
who is smoking a pipe. Overhead are formed lightning flashes, 
the sun's face and rays, a crescent moon, and another constella- 
tion. The beast has recently discharged arrow protruding from his: 
side. One of the standing men has an unloaded bow and the other 
has a spear. 


The depiction of the mammoth bears a remarkable likeness 
to the cave drawings found in La Madeleine, Perigord, France 
in 1864. If authentic, it indicates a much more recent appearance 
of the mammoth on the North American continent than here- 
to-fore had been thought possible. Thus the controversy. 

The reverse side of the Lenape stone has many figures, 
such as a fish, water, a pipe, a hawk, a wampum belt, a turtle, a 
tomahawk, Wigwams, a snowshoe, a star, a deer, a symbol that 
indieates a canoe, and another fish-like drawing. 

It has been suggested that these figures were used by a 
medicine man when he appeared on feast days to tell tales of 
yore to the tribe. These stories were always of the group's history

cial occasions of interest to his 
home community. 

However, in addition, your 
State Senator, like Senators from 
our neighboring counties Chester, 
Delaware and Montgomery, is 
confronted with the complex 
problem that exists by virtue of 
the differences of interest be- 
tween urbam Philadelphia and its 
adjacent suburban counties. As 
far as our county — Bucks — is 
concerned, the problem has been 
accentuated over the last decade 
by virtue of unprecedented 
growth in both population and 
wealth and by virtue of political 


shifts in the community. As re- 
gards changes in population and 
wealth, let me remind you that 
between 1950 and 1960 the mar- 
ket value of taxable real property 
in the county increased from 
approximately $332,000,000 to 
roughly $1,166,000,000; the resi- 
dent population of the county in- 
creased from 144,000 to 308,000. 
In other words, though the popu- 
lation increased 113 percent, the 


market value of taxable real 
property—an important compon- 
ent part of wealth—increased 250 
percent.

1961 Sesion, I sponsored Senate

of Brotherly Love. We have 
been plagued with the wage tax 
issue ever since the passage of 
the Sterling Act in 1932. It is my 
considered judgment that the im- 
position of this tax upon Bucks 
County residents violates all 
canons of equity and makes 
mockery out of generally accepted 
economic precepts. Nedless to say, 
Senate Bill No. 22 was never re- 
ported from committee. 


I also sponsored Senate Bill 
No. 20 which, if favorably acted 
upon, would have given Bucks 
County an additional law judge. 
This bill was designed to imple- 
ment a mandate of the Pennsyl- 
vania Constitution. Article V, 
Section 22 of the Constitution re-

It has been estimated that Pennsylvania had more master craftsmen, 
percentage-wise, than any other colony in America during the 
Eighteenth and early Nineteenth Centuries and a majority of these 
skilled pioneers were Germans. 

In Upper Bucks County's “German” townships there were many 
outstanding German craftsmen working at their respective trades dur- 
ing the past two centuries — Cabinetmakers, Gunsmiths, Clockmakers, 
Potters, Printers, Millwrights and many more. 

Today, many years later, some of the hand-work, created by these 
craftsmen has been collected, and is considered as some of the finest 
works of art produced in Colonial America. 

In the Bucks County Historical Society’s Museum, one can see 
many of the unusually fine pieces created by these early craftsmen, 
and is evidence of the extraordinary skill of these pioneers. Perhaps 
even more interesting is the fact that many other outstanding Museums 
throughout the country, consider some of their best holdings those 
things which were made by the Pennsylvania “Dutch” (some who no 
doubt lived in Bucks County.) 

The Potter 

The abundance of clay in Upper Bucks, attracted many of the early 
Potters to this area, where kilns were constructed at an early date; 
where clay was easily obtainable from the many swamps in this region. 

Some of these early Potters were the HEADMANS and DIEHLS in 
East Rockhill township; SINGERS in Haycock township; HERSTINES 
in Nockamixon township and KINTNERS near present-day Kintner- 
ville. 

These Potters were usually kept quite busy turning out crocks, jugs, 
pie plates, roof tiles and tile tombstones, and many more useful objects 
used in the household at that time . 

Buck’s County German Press 

Of all the trades in which the Pennsylvania Dutch excelled, none is 
so significant as printing. 

In comparison with their Anglo-Saxon neighbors the so-called “dumb” 
Dutch or German were well-read and well-informed citizens, and their 
° newspapers were extremely influential in the county during the last 
century. 
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On February 25, 1835, a re- 
port was given before the Penn- 
sylvania House of Representa- 
tives, claiming that the German 
newspaper had а circulation 
throughout the state six times 
that of the English paper, an 
alarming situation to some of the 
legislators. 

Over a period of nearly sev- 


enty-five years, Bucks County: 


realized the publication of twelve 
different German newspapers. 

The first German newspaper 
to be established in Bucks Coun- 
ty was in 1827 by Mannesse 
Schneider, it was called the 
“Bucks County Express,” pub- 
lished in Doylestown. 

In 1835, the second German 
paper in the county was pub- 
lished by a 19-year-old lad named 
Joseph Young, naming it the 
“Bucks County Bauer" (Bucks 
County Farmer), later this paper 
was renamed “Der Morgenstern" 
(The Morning Star). 

Other German papers which 
were published here in Bucks 
County were the “Reform von 
Bucks" and “Die Demokratische 
Wacht" (the Democrat Guard), 
both printed in Doylestown only 
for a short time. 

In Upper Bucks at Milford 
Square, the Reverend John H. 
Oberholzer, a Mennonite minister, 
published the first successful 
Mennonite newspaper in America 
in 1852, called the "Religioeser 
Botschafter" (Religious Messen- 
ger) which lasted only three 
years, followed by another paper 
in 1856, which was published by 
the “Mennoniten Druch-Verein” 
(Mennonite Print Company) 
called “Das Christkiche Volks- 
Blatt” (The Christian Peoples 
Paper), followed by the “Das 
Mennonitische Friedenshate” (the 
Mennonite Peace Message) pub- 
lished by Andrew Shelly, a school 
teacher in Milford township and 
a Mennonite minister. 

Several more German news- 
papers were printed at Milford 
Square after the Civil War by J. 
G. Stauffer, namely the “Jnde- 
pendent Reformer” and “Penn- 
sylvania Advertiser” 1867-1872 
and the “Reformer and Agricul- 


turist” 1873-1875. 


At Quakertown the “Quaker- 
town Presse und Allgemeiner 
Anzeiga” (Quakertown Press and 
Universal Advertizer) published 
by J. M. Schaupp and A. Wennig 
from 1859-1860 the first and only 
German paper printed.in this 
town. | 

Examination of the various 
German newspapers in the county 
during the last century, one can 
readily note the social conditions 
here prove that the process of 
Anglicization in the upper part 
of Bucks County was extremely 
slow. 

An essay by Ralph Wood en- 
titled “Journalism among the 
Pennsylvania German” gives an 
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interesting observation about the 
German Press in Bucks County. 
... “In newspaper make-up and 
shop equipment the German print 
ing establishments of the nine- 
teenth century were no different 
than the English ones, nor can it 
be said that the newspaper men 
themselves were fundamentally 
different from their English- 
speaking brethren. Many editors 
were bilingual and worked on 
English or German sheets accord- 
ing to where the ups and downs 
of newspaper life might take 
them. Until well into the nine- 
teenth century the German news- 
papers were also financially just 
as successful as the English, 
sometimes more so, for in some 
communities, even toward the end 
of the period of transition, Eng- 
lish newspapers led a precarious 
existence until the German news- 
papers died out or were ousted. 
Except for their German lan- 


guage the newspapers of the 


Pennsylvania Germans were thor- 
oughly American. Even such 
little idiosyncrasies as those of 
Mannesse Schneider, who in the 


thirties in the “Bucks County: 


Express” calmly wrote in the 
place of the usual squib about 
June bugs in Africa, “This line is 
set up merely to fill out the 
column,” this can probably be 
duplicated elsewhere in American 
journalism. 


In the period from 1850 to 
1880, Pennsylvania German jour- 
nalism suffered also from the 
competition of the New German 
press, which had little sympathy 
for the alleged backwardness of 
the rural German population, and 
at best regarded it as a possible 
field for propagating its own lib- 
eral philosophy and used, at 
times, even more violent lan- 
guage in condemning Pennsyl- 
vania German conservatism than 
did the English newspapers. In 
Reading, Lancaster and other 
places the New German estab- 
lished newspapers to compete 
with those of the Pennsylvania 
Germans. They got control of 
newspapers like the “Bucks 
County Express” in Doylestown 
and forced others out of exist- 
ence. 

Among the assimilated New 
Germans we find in Doylestown 
as the owner and editor of the 
“Morgenstern,” the Bavarian 
Jew, Moritz Loeb, expounding a 
point of view that was often 
more Pennsylvania German than 
Pennsylvania German itself. His 
views had much weight among 
the Mennonites, and he is cred- 
ited with having had a part in 
getting them exempt from the 
draft in the Civil War. 

No newspaper of the Pennsyl- 
vania Germans expressed their 
point of view as opposed to that 
of the New Germans and the rest 
of the Americans so definitely as 
the Stauffer papers, and so we

may well consider a more de- 
tailed history of them than we 
have given up to now for the 
other papers. On July 4, 1867, 
John G. Stauffer published in Mil- 
ford Square for the first time his 
newspaper to be known under 
various names such as “Der In- 
dependent und Reformer,” “Der 
Patriot” and “Der 
freund.” He had been educated in 
the public schools of Bucks Coun- 
ty, had worked in the printing 
office of the Reverend J. Ober- 
holzer at Milford Square, a 
staunch Mennonite and enter- 
tained definite opinions on the 
state of the world and particu- 
larly that part of it in Pennsyl- 
vania. He boldly stated that he 


was publishing the paper to ex- 


press his own opinions and that he 
intended. to publish it once a 
month, once every two weeks or 
every week, depending upon how

lation of all German groups in 
the country, John Stauffer thun- 
dered to his readers: “... and so 
you can see how tolerant a liberal 
really is." In no uncertain words 
he told the Germans that when 
they gave up their language, 
their isolation and their rural 
characteristics at the advice of 
these liberals, they were bound 
for moral destruction. To save 
America from these destructive 
forces, he said, the Germans could 
do nothing better than remain as 
they were.” 

One can still visit these German 
townships, and hear the Pennsyl- 
vania German Language spoken 
by these natives at their local 
stores and on the side walk, and 
on a Sunday morning at a 
Church gathering, an unusual 
language phenomenon, only found 
in Pennsylvania.

SCCA has finally reversed a long-standing rule governing its 
competition drivers. Beginning on January 1, 1962, *SCCA mem- 
bers holding National competition licenses will be permitted by 
SCCA to participate in any FIA scheduled road race." Reading 
further in the new rules, we find, “SCCA places no restrictions 
on financial arrangements which may be made by any of its 
members.” 

Generally this means that SCCA drivers may race professionally, 
provided the professional races are run by the internationally 
recognized FTA. They may do this and still maintain their SCCA 
license. This means that drivers such as BOB HOLBERT and 
others of his calibre who have been unable to officially own their 
cars and accept purses can now do so and still race for trophies 
on the SCCA circuit. 

This rule change has long been fought by many members of 
SCCA on the basis that the hard core professional driver, the 
money hungry driver will find his way into SCCA racing. This is 
highly unlikely as SCCA still will not award purses, and this type 
of driver is not contented with winning just a piece of silver. 

As this reporter sees it, this rule change will greatly improve 
SCCA racing. At long last, the SCCA driver can begin to put out 
additional money to improve his automobile because he can com- 
pete for winnings that will help him offset the cost of these im- 
provements. Up until now, this has not been possible and unless 
the competitor is fixed very well financially, he has had to run on 
“a shoe string." 

Along the same line, those drivers who have been racing their 
family sports car because that was all they could afford to put on 
the track will have reason to “move up" to the modified machine 
they have wanted. We are not saying that they are going to win 
every FIA race they go into, and consequently pay for the bigger 
machine, but they will have that chance. In any event, having 
moved up, they are not likely to move back down after once

quires that the General Assembly 
establish a separate orphans’ 
court “In every county wherein 
the population shall exceed one 
hundred and fifty thousand . . ." 
Bucks County's population is 
twice the constitutional minimum 
required for the establishment of 
such a judgeship. Senate Bill No. 
20 passed the Senate but was de- 
feated in the House. Permit me 
to remind you that the House of 
Representatives has a member- 
ship of 210; 108 of the members 
are Democrats and of the Demo- 
cratic members 38 are controlled 
out of Philadelphia. In 1960, 
Bucks County had approximately 
"77,000 residents per law judge, 
while the comparable figure for 
Philadelphia was but 48,000. I am 
cognizant, to be sure, that the 
judicial workload in Philadelphia 
is markedly different from that in 
Bucks County. For example, as 
per data of the Commonwealth's 
Department of Justice, in the 
recent past Philadelphia—though 
having but 19 percent of the 
Commonwealth's population—ac- 
counted for 40 percent of the 
prison population. Similarly, the 
commitment rate of juvenile de- 
linquency in the City of Phila- 
delphia was approximately nine: 
times as great as the comparable 
commitment rate for Bucks 
County. However, the differences 
in crime and delinquency rates do 
not justify the failure of the 
Democrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives to act in accordance 
with the clear mandate of the 
Constitution. 

Though the Session of 1961 has 
adjourned, it failed to enact a 
Congressional . reapportionment 
bill. The reapportionment bill. of 
the majority party was not intro- 
duced until August 7. As you 
know, it contemplated the annex- 
ation of parts of suburban coun- 
ties to urban Philadelphia, for 
Congressional purposes. The re- 
apportionment issue is still with 
us and, unless an acceptable re- 
apportionment bill can be enacted

and its myths. The holes in the stone were for tying it around the 
man’s neck so he might use the pictures as a sort of reminder 
for just what came next in the tales he would weave for the abor- 
igine populace. 

The pros and cons of the Lenape Stone’s authenticity have 
been argued since Capt. Bailey first brought it to official notice in 
1882. Some of these thoughts are presented so that you, as they, 
may draw your own conclusions. 

One professor of the time said that no shaded or curved lines 
had appeared previously on any original native drawings and that 
groupings of the type on the stone were unknown to them. Also, 
the face оп the sun and the emanating rays were uncharacteristic 
of the Delaware Indians of whom the Lenni Lenape were blood 
relatives.

‘items that are recoupable if the play goes well but which must be 
‘used to pay expenses if the play fails. These include a bond at 
Actors Equity Association to cover salaries of all actors for two 
weeks; a bond at the union of the press agent and manager to 
cover two weeks’ salary; a bond at the stage hands’ union to cover 
one week’s salary; an advance to the author of at least a thousand 
dollars; a guarantee of $6,000 a week to the New York theatre 
and usually a two-week deposit is required. In the case of our 
small show, these bonds and guarantees total $26,000. That means 
we are now up to $85,500 for the little one-set, six-character show. 

The only item left is the reserve fund. This can be as large or as 
small as the producer wishes. It’s to cover emergencies and possible 
out-of-town losses. No one knows what he’ll lose on a show in 
Philadelphia or Boston. It depends on how big a star he has, how 
much snow there is, how important his playwright is, how good the 
notices are, what the competition is, and so forth. Nevertheless, it 
would not be out of line to have a reserve fund in this case of 
‘$34,500, which means that our total budget has reached $120,000. 
And that’s a low-budget show today. 

Imagine! Ten years ago the same show would have been budgeted 
at $60,000 and twenty years ago at $20,000! Well, that’s show

Despite opinions to the contrary, a reporter has to stick pretty 
much to the facts. How difficult they are to get sometimes. We 
are set apart mainly by one thing — that we have no business of 
our own, but spend our lives minding other people's business. But 
would you not be charitable enough to call us publie servants, and 
not just impudent pryers. | 

In our daily travels we get all kinds of receptions, sometimes 
being treated like very important people, at others not as well as 
a house servant. Among my best experiences as a reporter, were 
those of a young, World War I veteran reporter on a Doylestown 
daily. I can never forget covering sessions of court here with the 
late Irvin M. James, and a few others, sitting daily for several 
months under the late Judge Hiram H. Keller and the late Judge 
Calvin S. Boyer. I have the fondest recollections of the kindly help 
of former District Attorney Arthur M. Eastburn and the friendly 
counsel of Atty. Isaac J. Vanartsdalen and the late Henry A. James 
and Stace B. McEntee. It is a very rare man who succeeds solely 
by himself.. Most of us have had someone to help us, at least to 
encourage us. My own father was one, the late A. K. Thomas, 
one-time publisher of the Doylestown Intelligencer. 

I say again, a reporter’s business is other people's business. Un- 
fortunately, it is mostly their mistake, miseries and tragedies that 
make the front page. But if you turn to more than the front page 
and the comics, you'l find a wide range of subjects, aimed to 
please as wide a variety of interests as possible. I am quite certain 
that Publisher Richard J. Alliger of PANORAMA, is making his 
magazine interesting reading and full of “local news," which seems 
to be what readers want these days. 

It is a question to me whether the newspaper game is a profes- 
sion or not. Some of my former reporters say, “hell, we’re just 
news monkeys, word carpenters. Let's not get any glorified ideas 
on our salaries.” But I think that by and large we are skilled 
craftsmen. We work partly by the “позе for news instinct” I am 
sure. We are looking for the unusual, and when we have just 
routine, we try to present the highlights to make it concise and 
interesting. | 

Some people do insist upon trusting us too much. The best way 
of binding a reporter is to tell him something in confidence that 
is not to be announced until later. 

A reporter knows pretty much what.is likely to get in the paper, 
and what the paper wants. But I have learned never to promise 
anyone that any story would get in. Nine times out of ten, a story 
will get in as I write it, but there is always the time they get 
messed up, chopped down and — if the city editor has a particu- 
larly active stomach ulcer — dropped altogether. 

A reporter has to move in when hysteria and confusion are 
high. Now, to his friends and neighbors, a reporter may be con- 
sidered quite an irresponsible fellow, but if he’s going to continue 
a reporter for long, he has to get the facts as straight as possible, 
present them clearly, intelligently, play up the unusual and do it 


like a short-order cook.

County and one of the oldest in 
the state of Pennsylvania was 
founded in Newtown in 1760. In 
1789 the library was chartered 
under the title of Newtown 
Library Company. Inadequate 
funds, a common problem of all 
new institutions, limited the num- 
ber of books that could be pur- 
chased. Joseph Thornton Jr., the 
first librarian, kept the few 
volumes at his home. In the early 
19th century the library found 
residence in the old Court House; 
the number of volumes at this 
time totaled 456. A third move 
saw the library located at Centre 
Avenue and Court Street on a lot 


purchased from Jesse Leedom in 


1882 for the outlandish sum of 
$1.00! This price was established 
on the condition that the building 
be completed at the end of two 
years. Today the Newtown Book- 
store is situated on this site. A 
large sum of money bequeathed 
to the Company by Joseph and 
Lydia Barnsley enabled the li- 
brary to make its present home 
on Court and Congress Streets 


in 1911. This lovely Colonial 
building now possesses 1500 
vélumes and 25 weekly or 


monthly publications and refer- 
ence books (including Panorama).

John Wesley A.M.E. Zion Church, 
originally situated on a hill above 
the town, burned down causing 
such illumination from the fire 
that the location became known 
as "Lighthouse Hill;" the Mace- 
donia Baptist Church, whose mem- 
bers once worshiped in the Bird- 
in-Hand Inn for want of better 
facilities; St. Luke's Episcopal 
Church, St. Andrew's Roman 
Catholic Church, and the New- 
town Friends whose meeting 
house is one of the most pictur- 
esque buildings in the group. 


Each church has its own interest- 
ing story to tell. 


HEATING OILS 


The oldest church in Newtown 
is the Presbyterian Church which 
was organized by the Presbytery 
of Philadelphia in 1734. The first 
sermons in this wooden church, on 
its original site on Swamp Street, 
were given by the Reverend Wil- 
liam Tenent. The Rev. James 
Boyd, one of the pastors to follow 
Rev. Tenent, was instrumental 
in moving the church to its pres- 
ent location on Sycamore Street. 
In 1769 Matthias Hutchinson, a 
Quaker, was hired to do the con- 
struction of this brownstone 
building. Some of the Hessians 
imprisoned in the Battle of Tren- 
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ton were housed in this place of 
worship until their departure for 
Philadelphia. In the Presbyterian 
graveyard there are graves of the 
soldiers who fought in the French 
and Indian War as well as those 
of the men who died so that we 
might have our independence in 
the American Revolution. 
Readin’, writin’, and ’rithmetic 
are well provided for in the fine 
schools of Newtown. In 1798, 
under Presbyterian sponsorship, 
the Newtown Academy, opened 
its doors as the first school of its 
kind in.
